degree responsible for the rapid re- 
turn of the General Cochran Farm 
Holstein herd at Fort Plain, N. Y., to 
prominence following the dispersal of 
the original herd in 1953. 

He is a product of the bloodlines 
that brought General Cochran Farm 
to fame, being by Sovereign Com- 
mander Antonio (VG-SMP) and from 
Cochran Sovereign Gail (EX-885f at 
8Yey 2X), the Sovereign Cochran (VG- 
GM) daughter of the original “Un- 
common Cow,” Elderslie Korndyke 
Bonnie (VG-GMD). 

Briefly, Cochran General made 
Gold Medal on this. showing—an of- 
ficial 21-pair proof with his daughters 


averaging (305d-2X-ME) 13,244 Ibs. 
milk, 4.01%, 531 lbs. fat for a differ- 
ence with their dams of —914 milk 
+.3% and +6 lbs. fat; and 29 class- 
fied daughters with the exceptional 
average of 84.1 points. This year he 
was the sire of more All-New York 
winners than have ever before been 
awarded to one farm in a single year, 
and a junior yearling daughter is 
Nominated for All-American, 1960.

Nominations Chosen From 18 States 


1960 Junior All-American Awards 


Up 20% in numbers from the pre- 
ceding year, and second highest in 
the ten-year history of the Junior All- 
American awards, the 1960 contest 
proved to be the strongest and best 
yet in this annual Junior competition. 
The comparative figures are shown in 
Table I and the breakdown of the 
current show by age classes appears 
in Table II, with earlier years included 
for comparison. Back in 1952, the only 
year when we had a larger number of 
entries, it was necessary to combine 
the older classes to fill out adequate 
competition. This year almost 40% of 
the entries were in the milking age 
classes. 


The eight Junior All-American 
awards were distributed strictly one 
to a state — Utah, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Illinois, Ohio, New York, 
Maryland and Maine. Reserve awards 
went to six states — New York and 
Illinois with two each; Massachusetts, 
Maryland, Indiana and California 
with one each. No section has a mon- 
opoly of quality. Table HII sum- 
marizes the distribution by states. It 
will be noted that the 158 entries 
came from 30 states; nominations 
hailed from 18 states and the 25 Hon- 
orable Mentions from 15 states. 


There were 45 different owners for 
the 48 nominations, three exhibitors 
being represented with animals in two 
different classes. These were Richard 
Lewis of Ohio, who exhibited the 
Junior All-American junior calf and 
an Honorable Mention senior year- 
ling; Leslie Howard of Illinois with 
the Reserve three-year-old and High 
Honorable Mention Aged Cow; and 
Karen Santos of California with nomi- 
nations in the two-year-old and junior 
yearling classes. 


Again have five nominations 


we 
that have won Junior All-American 
honors in previous years. In the Aged 


Cows, Leslie Howard’s Creekdale Ollie 
Dixie is almost a perennial contender. 
She was Reserve Aged Cow in 1958, 
Honorable Mention in 1954, 1955 and 
1956. Patricia Covert’s Twin Maple 
Mont Ormsby was a nominated three- 
year-old in 1958 and two-year-old in 
1957. Among the four-year-olds, Shet- 
lars Proud Canary Blossm, Pride of 
Missouri, was a nominated two-year- 
old in 1958. The Honorable Mention 
three-year-old, Admiral Direct Desire 
Dolly, Indiana winner, was Reserve 
two-year-old in 1959. Finally, Richard 
Lewis’ Prospect View Bonnie Lorie, 
Honorable Mention senior yearling, 
was High Honorable Mention senior 
calf in 1959. 

We believe the quality speaks for it- 
self. There was tremendous depth in 
nearly every class and many really fine 
entries that we really wish could be 
given recognition. 

Pennsylvania contestants submitted 
more entries than any other state 
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(18). They had a larger proportion 
of snapshots, however, with room for 
improvement. California came next 
with 16 entries. The California Asso- 
ciation has a fine program of paying 
for professional pictures of their jun- 
ior winners. It paid off this year with 
eight nominations, one Reserve and 
five Honorable Mention winners. New 
York and Illinois came next with 14 
entries each, New York topping all 
states with eight nominations — all 
winning Honorable Mention or better 
(1 Jr. A.A.; 2 Res., 5 H.M.). Wiscon- 
sin was far below par this year in the 
contest. The serious illness of State 
Secretary Rasmussen came at a most 
inopportune time. We expect them 
back strong again in 1961. We are 
specially proud of the wide distribu- 
tion of honors and participation as 
shown in Table III. 


The Nominating Committee was 
really high in its praise. We submit 
the results of the official ballot with 
great pride and pleasure. To the win- 
ners will go special recognition certifi- 
cates from The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America. — M. S. P.

Our next call was at Beacon Dairy 
Research Farm, Cayuga, N. Y. Over- 
looking Cayuga Lake at its upper end 
(Ithaca and Cornell are at the lower 
end some 35 miles away), the Beacon 
set-up is impressive. Its neatness in 
every detail gives evidence of careful 
and well planned management. Here 
much experimental work is done on 
the various Beacon feeds, which con- 
stitutes a prime reason for the exist- 
ence of the herd. Naturally, they 
aimed high in selecting their founda- 
tion, recognizing its advertising value 
to their sponsorship. 

Building on the blood of Amcana 
Dictator Model (EX-GM), they have 
already made considerable history. A 
daughter was All-American 4-year-old 
in 1958; (and an aged cow nominee 
in 1960); another was All-American 
3-year-old in 1959; another (in the 
herd but owned by Herd Superin- 
tendent Peter Heffering) is a prime 
candidate for 1960 4-year-old honors as 
this is written. She was Grand Cham- 
pion at Eastern States and the Jubi- 
lee Convention State Black & White 
Show; first in class and Reserve Grand 
at Waterloo and New York State 
Fair. They made an unbeaten Get in 
1960. Still another daughter, Judy, 
Reserve Grand Champion at Eastern 
States in 1957, has recently completed 
a 1030-lb. 2X yearly record. 

It being Sunday noon when we 
arrived, there was not much activity 
around the place but Farm Superin- 
tendent Lester Kent was on hand by 
appointment and did the honors.

tag Ormsby Fobes Dictator (EX-GM);

tator Model (EX-GM), whose daugh- 
ters compose such an important foun- 
dation group here. The Dictator Dean 
bull is out of an inbred daughter of 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes Dean, Gold 
Medal patriarch of New York’s artifi- 
cial breeding program.

Diet Vs. Heart Trouble 


In addition to bearing the brunt of criticism in the 
time-honored subject of agricultural

We refer to a December release by the American 
Heart Association recommending reduced fat consumption 
as a possible means of preventing atherosclerosis (harden- 


ing of the arteries) and thus lessening the risk of heart 
attacks or strokes.

“It must be emphasized that 
there is as yet no final proof that heart attacks or strokes 
will be prevented by such measures.” Further, the report 
says, “It is known that a number of factors influence or are 
related to its (atherosclerosis) development. Among these 
factors are a high content in the blood of a type of fat 
called cholesterol, elevation of blood pressure above nor- 
mal, presence of diabetes, obesity, and a habit of excessive

cigarette smoking. Age, sex and heredity are also im- 


portant.” 

The report contains many other qualifying statements 
and concludes that “Food faddism of any sort should be 
avoided, and significant changes in diet should not be un- 
dertaken without medical advice.” 

No one questions the integrity or good intentions of 
the central committee of the American Heart Association. 
However, it does seem unusual to release the statement 
when, by the Association’s own admission, their theory is 
not proven. The harm is that many persons may jump 
to unsound conclusions concerning the dietary value of 
animal fats as opposed to unsaturated fats (liquid vege- 
table oils) — certainly the publicity is damaging to the 
dairy industry. 

Most of the news references we have seen have pre- 
sented the report in a reasonable manner, although the 
headlines are apt to be a little misleading. 

Fortunately for our industry, the American Dairy 
\ssociation and the National Dairy Council both antici- 
pated the release and were prepared to take necessary 
action. Their approach — which to us appears entirely 
justified — is to call attention to the fact that the AHA 
report is not based on proof and, further, to counter with 
expert medical opinion regarding the recognized worth 
of good eating habits. Some newspapers have presented 
the American Heart Association statements together with 
information obtained from ADA or NDC releases — thus 
in effect giving equal time to both sides of the question. 

We can be sure that the subject will make news over a 
long period of time. Personally we are thankful that the 
(American Dairy Association and the National Dairy Coun- 
cil are capable organizations, fully prepared to effectively 
present dairy industry views on this and other subjects.

WISCONSIN DAIRYING 


As Viewed by A New Yorker 


During late July, 1960, a group of 
16 farmers and wives from the “North- 
ern Dairyland” of New York State 
visited 19 dairy farms in Wisconsin, 
the University of Wisconsin Dairy 
Center, the Badger Northland plant, 
and the Hoard’s Dairyman farm. 

The tour was promoted by 
the Jefferson County (N. Y.) Exten- 
sion Service and the trip was made

Dairy farms in southeastern Wiscon- 
sin are expanding in size and mecha- 
nizing for more efficient farm family 
size units. The resources and 
weather are ideal for forage crop pro 
duction, especially alfalfa and corn. 
Their is about a week earlier 
than south Jefferson County, N. Y. 
Although land are relatively 
high, nearly $300 an acre, (about $130 
for the state as a whole) and taxes 
more than two times as much as they 
ire in Jefferson County, dairy farm- 
ers apparently produce milk at a prof- 
it. Considerable credit for this is due 
to their high quality forage programs, 
good herd production, excellent crop 
yields, and particularly their ability to 
produce nearly all of their own grain.

They obtain high quality forage by 
putting into tall, large diameter silos 
(20’ x 60’) most of their first cuttings 
of hay and some and _ third 
cuttings as low moisture silage. No di- 


rect cut grass silage is made. All grass

silage is cut, put through a hay con- 
ditioner, wilted to about 50% mois- 
ture, put into large tower silos very 
rapidly using pickup forage harves- 
ters and blowers at the silo. They also 
harvest excellent yields of well ma- 
tured corn silage. This quality forage 
makes it possible for them to use, on 
most farms, only home grown corn on 
the cob and oats ground at the farms 
in their own hammer mills as the 
sole source of concentrates. In so do- 
ing the purchased feed per cow is less 
than one-half of the cost for Jeffer- 
son County dairymen. For these Wis- 
consin dairymen it was, as reported 
in the Central Wisconsin Farm Man- 
agement Association, about $40 per 
cow. On many of the farms visited no 
feed was purchased; however, a few 
bought a protein supplement such as 
soybean oil meal or some bran. In 
these cases this feed was hand fed. 

Although the average milk price for 
the state of Wisconsin was $3.27 for 
1959, the farms visited in southeastern 
Wisconsin where quotas are in effect 
averaged to receive from $3.50 to 
$3.80 per hundredweight last year. It 
is recognized that more Class A milk 
is made in this area of Wisconsin 
and bulk tanks are very common. The 
bulk tank milk commands a 15 cent 
premium but a 25 cent per hundred- 
weight hauling charge is made. 

We heard comments from Wiscon- 
sin dairymen about their low milk 
prices and their hopes that additional 
markets could be had, especially here 
in the northeast. It was difficult to 
assess how much milk could be mar- 
keted here. There is no doubt plenty 
but the Grade A producers in the 
area visited did not appear to be 
worrying except for the price received 
for surplus above their quotas. 

The feeding and management of 
dairy herds in Wisconsin is changing. 
Great emphasis is placed on feeding 
high quality forage, mostly grass and/ 
or corn silage the year round. Limited 
or no pasture grazing is common. 
Dry lot feeding two or more times 
daily of silage from tower silos with 
automatic bunkers where the cows 
have free access is practiced by most 
dairymen, especially in the area of 


southeastern Wisconsin that we visit- 
ed. Green chop or dry hay feeding is 
used in some situations. Most dairy- 
men use supplemental feeding but 
very few practice what is commonly 
referred to as zero pasture (the cut- 
ting of all the forage needs daily and 
hauling it to the cows). 

Most dairies are housed in conven- 
tional dairy barns using tie stalls and 
electric trainers. Very few dumping 
stations or around the barn pipeline 
milkers were There does how- 
ever appear to be considerable inter- 
est in milking parlors associated with 
the conventional barn. Some of these 
were seen on this tour. One four row, 
one story barn 72’ x 200’ with a milk- 
ing parlor was seen and appeared to 
be working satisfactorily. 

The dairymen visited are very con- 
scious of keeping hired labor to a 
minimum and keeping their invest- 
ments in machinery down. It appeared 
that they bought machinery care- 
fully and had machinery that would 
do more than one job or that would 
give long service.

The crops grown in Wisconsin are 
the same as in Jefferson County. How- 
ever, much more alfalfa and corn, 
especially corn for grain, is grown. 
Tile drainage is used extensively where 
poor drainage holds up field work. 
Their soils are similar to those found 
in the southwestern part of Jeffer- 
son County and the Dry Hill area. 

Good breeding was in evidence on 
all farms but very limited use is being 
made of dairy herd improvement rec- 
ords in their feeding programs. These 
records are used as a very important 
part of their breeding programs. Ap- 
proximately 65 to 75% of these dairy- 
men’s incomes is from the sale of 
milk, and many farms sell $2,000 or 
more of dairy animals for breeding 
and replacements. 

It was interesting to learn that 
there are five farm management s- 
sociations in Wisconsin that provide a 
farm recordkeeping and farm business 
analysis service for farmers. This is a 
service for farmers in contrast to an 
educational program that we provide 
here in Jefferson County. In Wiscon- 
sin farmers pay from $48 to $64 per 
year for this service, depending »n 
the size of the farm. They receive 
about three visits a year and help on 
making out their income tax at the 
close of the year. 

One cannot come away from these 
Wisconsin farmers without comment- 
ing on the superior housekeeping job 
and the neat appearance of farm 
homes and farmsteads. An opportun-

4 LESSON IN SUPERLATIVES 


Jerry E. Michael, an alert and well 
informed World subscriber from <Ar- 
lington, Virginia, took us to task for 
claiming that Osborndale Sir Ty Vic 
Rag Apple holds the “top rank in the 
nation among AI sires with more than 
100 daughters.” This statement ap- 
peared in a report by Ted Prescott on 
a visit last summer at the Northern 
Illinois Breeding Cooperative. Mr. Mi- 
chael pointed out that the most recent 
summation on Pabst Sir Comet Olive 
(East Central Breeders Association, 
Waupun, Wis.) showed an average of 
13,495 lbs. of 3.89% milk and 512 Ibs. 
fat on 732 pairs. While these figures 
do not agree completely with the 
USDA proof published in October, 
1960, thev are substantially the same, 
and “Oliver” does now rank above 
“Ty Vic.” It should be pointed out, 
however, that “Ty Vic” did hold the 
leading position in the 1956 USDA 
list. which was the last previous com- 
plete report available at the time. 
NIBCO’'s old “Ty-Vic” has 1461 A.L.

Q. How long should | wait fol- 
lowing calving before breeding 
cows for the next calf? 

A. Research data continues to 
pile up indicating it is good dairy 
management to wait at least 60 
days following calving before 
breeding dairy cows. A recent 
study with 150 cows of four 
breeds, bred at different inter- 
vals following calving, showed 
the conception rate increased 
rapidly between 50 and 60 days. 
However, there is a point where 
economy rather than conception 
rate warrants breeding. The 
economic point probably is be- 
tween 60 and 90 days. But if a 
cow is to have a calf once a 
year at about the same time, she 
cannot be bred sooner than 
about 85 days following calving. 


Q. What kind of roughage pro- 
gram do you recommend for 
growing heifers? 

A. We recommend giving heifers 
all the good pasture available, 
supplementing it with a daily 
ration of 3 pounds of coarsely 
ground oats and D & F Chow 
supplement mixed 50-50. Where 
oats are not available, feed 3 
pounds D & F Chow which is a 
complete feed. If pasture is not 
good, supplement with hay. And 
if heifers are not on pasture, 
they should get all the hay they 
will eat because it makes for 
economical growth. Heifers 
should be considered as dry cows 
and handled as such the last 90 
days before calving. No silage 
is recommended until heifers are 
12 months old, because it does 
not have enough feeding value 
for its bulk when fed to younger 
heifers.
